Ram hae fallen on every day during the past 
week in the Cork district, casing much damage 
to cereal crops The River Lee has been in 
flood since Menday, and on Tuesday morning 
from Cork Waterworks to Innisearra Bridge il 
overflowed ite banks, submerging numbers of 
adjoining fields to a depth of about three feet. 
The heaviest fall occurred upon laat Monday, 
when there was a continuous downpour from 
early morning until late that night. On Tues- 
day, Wednesday, and Thursday there were 
some hours of sunshine each day, alternating 
with light showers. — 

Cashel district suffered like the rest of th 
country by the incessant downpours, accom 
panied by violent wind, for the past few weeks, 
and it is fearei that there will be only a mode 
rate result from the increased tillage. Yester- 
day was the first day which has shown any sign 
of returning to normal autumnal climatic con- 
ditions. The continued rain has had an in- 
jurious effect on the potato crop, and there 
anaes been some instances of blackening, but, 
fortunately, there is no indication of it becoming 
widespread. 

For the past week rain has fallen, with little 
cessation, every day in the Athlone district, 
accompanied by north-west winds, frequently 
amounting to a storm. Yesterday the wind 
went direct south, and for seme hours in the 
morning and forenoon there was sunshine and 
genial heat. Rain again set in during the early 
afternoon, and continues without prospect of 
clearing at time of writing. . 

With the axception of the last two days, the 
week has been one of almost constant inclemency 
in the Londonderry district. Rainstorms of ex- 
ceptional severity were frequent, and on some 
nights the fall was particularly heavy. The oat 
crop where well filled has suffered by being 
beaten down, but will mostly be saved by hand- 
cutting. The light crops have escaped, The 
last two days have been showery only, with 
occasional glimpses of sunshine.

SCIENTIFIC AND 
INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH. 


SECOND REPORT OF THE NEW 


DEPARTMENT. 


The second annual report of the new Research 
Department, which,» under all the disadvant- 
ages of the strain of war and the shortage of 
workers, is trying to provide a permanent. basis 
for research in this country, and to co-operate 
with similar attempts in the Dominions, has 
been issued. The report indicates that there 
are three ways of organising industrial re- 
search. The simplest is the case where a single 
firm can work cut a prchlem and itself fuily 
exploit the results. In most cases, however, 
problems of industrial research will concern 
many firms—sometimes many industries. They 
will require the expenditure of large sums of 
money and the co-operation of many workers for 
long periods of time. But if successful the re- 
sults will be of immense value. Most individual 
firms cannot undertake this long and costly 
process. Yet, why should the State pay for 
the whole cost of winning new knowledge which 
will be valuable to business men? It is hoped 
that the way out of this dilemma will be found 
by the establishment of “ trade research asso- 
ciations,”’ to be constituted as needed for each 
industry or group of industries, on which are 
to be represented, when possible, capita], man- 
agement, science and labour, and which are to 
be aided out of the million grant to be ad- 
ministered by the Department for the express 
purpose of establishing such research associa- 
tions. One association is just about to be con- 
stituted for the cotton industry, others are to 
be brought into existence for the wool, flax, 
shale oil and photographie industries. There 
are also many cases where the problem is so 
complex, or else so immediately concerns the 
consumer rather than the producer, that co- 
operation between manufacturing firms is not 
ossible. This is obviously the case with fuel. 
fence the establishment of the Fuel Research 
Board, which, under the direction of a dis- 
tinguished man of science, Sir George Boilby, 
will itself conduct research. So, too, with the 
problems of fire-resisting materials and the de- 
termination of standards and constants. - All 
this is direct work for the whole community, 
acting through its special organ of research. 
It is interesting in this connection that the 
Royal Society has recently negotiated with the 
Department the handing over of the financial 
responsibilities for the conduct of the National 
Physicial Laboratory, where investigations of 
national importance are constantly going on.
